Look for these developments: 

Farmers' cash Income will ap­ 
proximate that of 1944, which 
was $20 billions. Both bitumin­ 
ous and anthracite mining will 
run 5% below a year ago. Pe­ 
troleum output will be upped 
5%. Iron and steel will decline 
10%. A similar drop Is In pros­ 
pect for chemical manufactures. 
Lumber output will Increase 
5%. The paper and shoe In­ 
dustries will run along on the 
same levels as during 1944. 
Industrial employment will be 
7 % less and factory pay roHs 
will decline 10%. Greatest sin­ 
gle expansion will come In the 
construction and building;

$30,249.50 for the quarter of 
last year.

5. Population increases in the 
United States during 1945 will 
e about 700,000, but the birth 
f new babies will fall off some­ 
what.

Retail Commodity Prices 
. Rationing will continue 
tirough the most of 1945. Dur- 
ng the early part of the year,

expect to see further restrict- 
ons especially In connection
ith meats, canned goods, etc.
7. The retail prices of most 

ecessitles and some luxuriea
ill be higher during 1945 than 
t present. The prices of some 
f the luxuries, such as furs, 
ave ulrvudy collapsed.
8. Steel prices of goods need- 

d for peacetime manufacture 
hould be a little higher, but

'ill decline. This applies also I ployed and worked long hours

9. The wholesale prices of raw

The weather has been excep­ 
tionally good on the whole for 
the past few years; but soonei 
or later we will have a severe 
drought or an early freeze.

12. Pending a weather upset 
more bushels' of corn and wheat 
and more bales of cotton will be 
raised in 1945 than' ever before 
in our history. Although some 
prices may slide off, the tot! 
farm Income for the firat half 
of 1945 should hold up.

13. There should be a 15% de- 
. line in hog slaughter and a 5% 
ncrease In cattle slaughter.

14. Dairy products will con­ 
tinue to . increase, both in vol­ 
ume and In price. I am fore- 
casting at least a 3% rise in 
volume.

16. Farmers will start in 1945 
to work again for legislation on 
their parity program, due to 
fear of a collapse In all farm 
prices after the war.

Taxes
16. Taxes will not be Increased 
during 1945 and some will be 
reduced;- In fact, some nuisance 
taxes will be eliminated alto­ 
gether.

17. The federal debt will con­ 
tinue to Increase during 1945.

18. Whatever Is done about
taxes, the cost of .living will 
continue to rise during 1945.

19. Providing jobs for return­ 
ing soldiers will be the big po­ 
litical football of 1945. I am not 
now prepared to forecast what 
will happen In this connection.

20. Through a coalition of Re­ 
publicans and Conservative Dem­ 
ocrats, we should have a "do 
nothing" Congress during 1945.
